Dog savages teen 
as its owne

A TEENAGE boy is recovering after 
being viciously mauled by a dog in a 
terrifying attack which left him in hos¬ 
pital for four days. 

Brandon Elston (14), of Mark Hall Moors, 
was approaching Sainsbury’s from the 
direction of Hornbeams on Thursday when 
a man holding a “big black dog” on a tight 
leash suddenly let go of the animal. 

The dog launched itself at the teenager - 
who was with his two young cousins - 
clamping its jaws around his wrist and 
puncturing the radial artery. 

The injury caused so much bleeding that 
Brandon’s 12-year-old cousin fainted. 

The dog’s owner then ran off with his 
animal while a witness telephoned for 
an ambulance. 

Brandon’s mother, Sharon, told the 
Star: “His injuries are horrific; the 
bite must be at least 5cm deep. 

“I was even advised by police not 
to go to the scene as there was so 
much blood.” 

Brandon was taken to nearby 
Princess Alexandra Hospital for eme¬ 
rgency treatment before being trans¬ 
ferred to Chelmsford’s Broomfield Hos¬ 
pital for surgery. 

He was in theatre for around three hours 
and doctors were so concerned about the 
extent of his injuries they kept him in over¬ 
night for observation. 

The Passmores Academy student is cur¬ 
rently preparing for his GCSEs but will have 


to take time off to 
recover. The school 
has provided him with 
an iPad so he can stay on 
top of his work. 

“We’re obviously worried he’ll fall behind 
with his work but the school have been bril¬ 
liant,” Mrs Elston added. 


Essex Police confirmed they are investigat¬ 
ing the incident. 

A force spokesman said: “Officers are in 
the process of organising when a full state¬ 
ment can be taken from the victim.” 

Anyone who witnessed the incident should 
call police on the 101 non-emergency num¬ 
ber. 



Tesco representatives 
to address meeting on 
impact of decision to 
axe distribution centre 

SENIOR representatives of supermarket giant 
Tesco are expected to attend a public meeting 
tomorrow (Friday) to discuss the social and 
economic impact of the closure of its 
distribution centre in Harlow. 

The firm announced plans to close the fresh 
food depot in Pinnacles last month, putting up 
to 800 jobs at risk. 

Town MP Robert Halfon and Harlow Council 
leader Mark Wilkinson will address the 
meeting, which is taking place at the Latton 
Bush Centre in Southern Way. 

Also lined up to speak are Tony Durcan, the 
council’s cabinet portfolio holder for 
regeneration & enterprise, and Essex Euro MP 
and former Harlow Council leader Richard 
Howitt. 

Cllr Wilkinson, who will chair the 
proceedings, said: “The closure of the 
distribution centre will affect many local 
workers and their families, local businesses 
and the local economy. 

“The aim of the meeting is to bring people 
together to talk about the impact the closure 
will have and to look at what can be done to 
minimise this impact. I know that local 
politicians want to ensure that those affected 
are supported and this can be best achieved by 
bringing the public, politicians and Tesco 
together.” 

There will be an opportunity for those in the 
audience to ask questions during the meeting, 
which starts at 4pm and is expected to last 90 
minutes.

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Panels given powers to 
recommend speed cuts 

ESSEX County Council has pledged 
to provide support for lower speed 
limits following a comprehensive 
review of its speed management 
policy. 

The investigation was announced by 
county councillor Derrick Louis, 
cabinet member for highways and 
transportation, last year in response 
to public concerns about road safety. 

As a result of the review, the 12 Essex 
Local Highways Panels will now be 
able to recommend speed reduction 
schemes for implementation. 

This could include new 20 mph 
zones on local roads and 20 mph 
limits outside schools. The new policy 
will also recognise proposals 
supported by communities and local 
members. 

Cllr Louis said: “I am delighted that 
we have been able to review the 
application of our speed management 
policy. By giving Local Highways 
Panels the power to put forward 
speed reduction schemes we will be 
more responsive to the needs of local 
communities and highways users.” 

Hotel to reduce power 
use during Earth Hour 

THE Park Inn in Southern Way, 
Harlow, will be marking the WWF’s 
National Earth Hour on Saturday 
by switching to minimal lighting 
and using candles as an alternative 
light source. 

Decorative and mood lighting 
will be switched off from 8.30pm 
as part of the hotel chain’s 
commitment to ‘responsible 
business and think planet’ activity. 

The bar and restaurant areas will 
be lit by candles and the main 
reception and corridors will have 
minimal lighting. 

Shop in a purple haze 

A CHARITY shop in Harlow will be 
decked out in purple on Tuesday 
(March 26) in support of a 
campaign to raise public 
awareness about epilepsy. 

Staff at the St Elizabeth’s shop in 
Staple Tye will also wear clothes of 
the appropriate colour to mark 
International Purple Day. 

Shoppers will be offered cakes 
and coffee and invited to jump in a 
bath filled with purple water to 
raise money for the charity.

Cats wake women 

sleeping in 
burning flat 


THREE women rescued from a burn¬ 
ing flat may owe their lives to their pet 
cats, according to firefighters. 

Crews were called to the address in 
Pennymead, Harlow, in the early hours 
of Sunday morning after the women 
became trapped by the blaze. 

They had been asleep when the fire 
started at the front of their property - 
and were only woken when they heard 
their cats howling in distress. 

Firefighters wearing breathing appa¬ 
ratus told the women to remain inside 
the property until they had extin- 
ishea the flames.

They then forced their way 
through the fire-damaged front 
door before leading the women to 
safety. 

Crews later re-entered the prop¬ 
erty to ventilate the smoke-filled 
ground floor flat with high pres¬ 
sure fans. 

The casualties, which included a 
man living in the flat above, were 
found to be suffering from the 
effects of smoke inhalation and 
were given oxygen before being 
handed over to the care of para¬ 
medics. 

Although the council flat had 
been fitted with a smoke alarm, the 
occupants told firefighters they

could not recall it sounding - and 
said they would not have woken up 
had it not been for their cats. 

A joint police and fire service 
investigation is now under way to 
establish the cause of the blaze. 

Station officer Steve Pritchard, 
incident commander, said: “The 
fire was by the front door of the 
flat, which was the only way out. 

“But the three women inside did 
exactly the right thing. They stayed 
in a bedroom with the door closed 
to keep smoke to a minimum. 

“When we got to the property we 
told them to stay inside until the 


fire was out and the flat ventilated. 
Then it was a matter of leading 
them out to safety.” 

The road was closed off by police 
while firefighters tackled the blaze. 

A spokesman for the force said: 
“We will be working with the fire 
service in an investigation to find 
out the cause of the fire.” 

Councillor Rod Truan, cabinet- 
member for housing, said the 
council had provided its tenants 
with temporary accommodation 
while the property was being 
assessed. 

“We are working with the fire and 
police services and expect to carry 
out an inspection of the home soon 
to assess the damage,” he added. 


Dad’s TV plea to catch Barn Mead killers 



THE doctor who survived a 
house blaze which claimed 
the lives of his wife and 
five children has made an 
emotional television 
appeal for information. 

Detectives investigating 
the deaths of six members 
of the Shakoor family 
following the fire at Barn 
Mead in the early hours of 
October 15 last year are 
hoping last night’s 
harrowing edition of BBC 
Crimewatch will jog the 
memories of potential 
witnesses. 

The programme featured 
a reconstruction of events 
leading up to the blaze 
alongside a moving 
interview with Dr Abdul 
Shakoor, the sole survivor 
of the tragedy. 

His wife, Dr Sabah 
Usmani, and their five 
children - Hira (12), Sohaib 


(11), Muneeb (9), Rayyan 
(6) and Maheen (3) - all 
died following the fire, 
which tore through the 
ground floor of their end- 
of-terrace house and sent 
thick, choking smoke 
throughout the house. 

Dr Shakoor jumped from 


a bedroom window in a 
desperate attempt to get 
help but was unable to 
save his family from the 
inferno. 

In the programme, Dr 
Shakoor recalled how he 
tried to save his family. 

“I shouted a lot ‘please 


help, please ... please 
help me’. How could I lose 
my family in this way?” he 
said. 

“I want the answer, why 
my family, why somebody 
has done that... to ruin 
my life.” 

Police are treating the 
deaths as murder and 
Detective Superintendent 
Rob Vinson made further 
appeals to the public for 
information on a burglary 
which took place in the 
hours before the fire was 
started, as well as the 
blaze itself. 

Operation Shakespeare 
is one of the largest 
investigations ever 
undertaken by Essex 
Police. Anyone with

SIR, The majority of people know 
that the ‘bedroom tax’ is not an 
actual tax. Regardless of what we 
call it, some of the most vulnerable 
people living in Harlow will be out 
of pocket each month. 

Kevin Wilson ( Letters , March 14) 
makes an excellent point - these 
decisions are taken by people who 
will never be in the position of 
those affected by some of these 
nasty cuts. 

Robert Halfon proudly states 
the Government has created 
extra funds to help protect the 
vulnerable. However, these extra 
funds are miniscule compared to 
what they replace. 

How can any Conservative shout 
about protecting the vulnerable 
when these cuts are part of an 
overall reduction in spending 
which includes sending people 
with terminal cancer back to work 
and sending the unemployed to 
work for multi-million pound 
corporations? 

Mr Halfon also voted for student 
fees to rise and for increasing the 
VAT rate,which disproportionately 
affects poorer members of society.

Exempt the disabled 
from this hated tax 

SIR, So Robert Halfon wants 
us to know the facts about the 
bedroom tax. Well here are the facts 

- ministers have said nothing to 
guarantee disabled children will be 
protected from this hated bedroom 
tax. 

He has said nothing to almost 
half a million households that are 
home to a disabled person who are 
set to lose over £700 at exactly the 
same time as millionaires receive a 
massive tax cut. 

The bedroom tax, due to come 
into effect in April, will be applied 
to working age claimants in social 
housing deemed to have more 
bedrooms than they require. 
Tenants affected will face a 14 per 
cent cut in housing benefit for the 
first ‘excess’ bedroom and 25 per 
cent where two or more bedrooms 
are ‘under-occupied’. The 
Government estimates the average 
household affected will lose £14 a 
week which in total will save the 
exchequer £500m a year. 

Harlow Council has tried to 
mitigate the affect of this but so 
little is provided that the most it 
can alleviate the bedroom tax with 
the amount of money it has been 
awarded is about £7 a year. 

The Government must now act to 
exempt carers who cannot share 
with disabled partners, disabled 
children who cannot share with 
siblings, and families who need 
space for medical equipment or 
home adaptations. These families 
should not be forced to appeal to a 
limited pot of discretionary funding 

- they must be exempt from the 
changes. 


The real irony is that even if 
people want to down size to small 
accommodation, apart from all 
the expense that would entail for 
vulnerable people with very little 
money, there is simply not the 
housing available in Harlow to do 
this.

We need them to be 
innovative and able to show with 
certainty whose side they are on. 
The recent action towards welfare 
rights was appalling. The council 
needs to negotiate and arrive at a 
solution which leaves no-one hurt.

I was a victim of 
pavement parkers 

SIR, After reading the letter in 
last week’s Star about penalising 
pavement parkers, I wonder if it 
occurs to drivers that apart from 
restricting access for pedestrians, 
that they are causing damage to 
our pavements. 

These are not up to the job of 
supporting a ton or more of metal 
being driven on to them. Mostly 
pavements are surfaced with 
asphalt or paving stones, which 
crack. This results in pavements 


becoming a hazard to pedestrians, 
which can result in people being 
injured through tripping over. 

Eight months ago I suffered a trip, 
which has left me crocked since 
then. It was daylight when I fell 
and damaged my shoulder and 
arm, which resulted in ending up 
inA&E. 

I cracked a bone in my arm and 
suffered seveal pulled muscles. 
Shortly after my whole arm was 
blue from the massive bruising, 
and loss of feeling because of nerve 
damage. I still have only use of two 
fingers and a thumb; most of the 
rest is numb and lacking in power. 
There is still a question mark over 
whether I will regain full use of my 
arm. 

This is the reality of inconsiderate 
parking. I have been unable to 
drive and had to give up my car, 
resulting in me having to carry all 
my shopping with difficulty and 
having to rely on buses to take me 
out of town. 

A sign of the times is I have had 
very few offers of help! 

In East Park most of our grassed 
areas look like ploughed fields 
with mud being dragged onto our 
pavement areas by parkers. 

What about sending the bill for 
repairs to the offenders?

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Ambulance trust facing performance probe 


THE performance of the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
Trust is to come under the spot¬ 
light in a Government review 
folowing criticism of response 
times. 

A Department of Health 
spokesman said “serious perfor¬ 
mance issues” were being tack¬ 
led by the trust itself, but that the 
review would “independently 
verify” that correct action was 
being taken. 

The review will be led by West 
Midlands Ambulance Service 
chief executive Anthony Marsh. 

EEAST chairman Maria Ball 
and Mr Morgan were called to 
Westminster on Thursday to 
explain to local MPs what was 


being done to speed up response 
times. 

Health minister Lord Howe 
said: “There have been concerns 
about the performance of this 
ambulance service for some 
time. 

“Whilst the management team 
have put measures in place to 
address these issues, I believe it 
is essential that a review now 
takes place to examine whether 
these actions are both adequate 
and soundly based. 

“I am in no doubt that this is 
the right course of action to 
ensure that patients and the 
public in the East of England get 
the high standard of emergency 
service that they are entitled to 


expect.” 

A statement from the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said: “Anthony Marsh is carrying 
out a review on behalf of the 
trust to gain an independent 
insight into what we do, how we 
do it and most importantly how 
we could improve our service. 

“His focus will be how to get 
quick results to ease pressure, in 
particular improving perfor¬ 
mance in emergency operations. 

“It is hoped at this stage that 
the review will be completed by 
the end of April.” 

Paramedics have spoken out in 
recent months about cuts to the 
service which they say is “put¬ 
ting patients lives at risk.” 


MR praises ‘cost 
of living’ Budget

THOUSANDS of hard-pressed 
Harlow families have been 
handed a tax break in George 
Osborne’s new Budget - but 
many will be left reeling by wel¬ 
fare reforms which will see some 
benefit payments cut back or 
scrapped altogether. 

In his annual address to the 
House of Commons yesterday 
(Wednesday), the Chancellor 
unveiled plans to increase the 
personal tax allowance for low- 
paid workers to £10,000 from 
next year - making the average 
worker £700 a year better off than 
they were when the coalition 
Government took power in 2010. 

There was also good news for 
motorists as Mr Osborne 
announced plans to scrap a 
planned 3p rise in fuel duty, 
while tax on beer was reduced by 
lp a pint in a move welcomed by 
pubs and breweries. 

Elsewhere, corporation tax will 
be cut to 20 per cent in 2015, 
while a new employment allow¬ 
ance will cut National Insurance 
bills by £2,000 for all businesses. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon - 
whose campaign to drive down 
the cost of fuel on the nation’s 
forecourts was praised by the 
Chancellor during his Budget 
speech - welcomed the spend¬ 
ing plans as a “cost-of-living 
Budget”. 

“This Budget has put fuel in 
the tank of the British econo-

my,” he said. 

“I’m particularly glad that the 
Chancellor has listened again 
and helped millions of car-own¬ 
ers and businesses who are 
struggling to fill up their family 
car. 

“Fuel duty is a toxic tax which 
hits the poorest Brits the hardest, 
but this Budget proves that 
Conservatives are doing every¬ 


thing possible to keep petrol and 
diesel prices down.” 

He added: “The Chancellor has 
also put money in the pockets of 
workers by raising the income 
tax threshold to £10,000 and pro¬ 
viding tax-free childcare for 
working mothers. 

“Local businesses will benefit, 
too, with a £2,000 tax credit on 
their NI contrbutions and a 1 per 
cent cut in corporation tax.” 

But many residents will still be 
concerned by the impact of real- 
term cuts to their benefit pay¬ 
ments under measures already 
announced by the Government, 
while public sector workers will 
again have pay increases capped 
at 1 per cent. 

And Labour parliamentary 
hopeful Suzy Stride was not so 
optimistic as Mr Halfon. 

“This is a more of the same 
budget from a downgraded 
Chancellor,” she said. 

“Things are not getting better 
for people in Harlow, and we 
have higher borrowing and lower 
growth nationally; growth is 
down last year, this year, next 
year and in 2015. 

“George Osborne is giving with 
one hand and taking far more 
with the other. 

“While people in Harlow are 
already feeling the squeeze, he 
is also making 7,200 hard¬ 
working families worse off 
through his striver’s tax, and 
taking money from pensioners 
through his granny tax, while 
giving millionaires a tax cut.” 



Closure threat hangs over town tax office 


UNION bosses claim the tax 
inquiry office in Harlow could 
close later this year as part of a 
Government shake-up of the ser¬ 
vice. 

Her Majesty’s Revenue and 
Customs confirmed last Thursday 
that 13 face-to-face bases in the 
north will shut this year and the 
department has now launched a 
consultation on the future of the 
whole network. 

However, the Public and 
Commercial Services Union 
warned the closure of the Harlow 
office would cut off vital personal 
support for pensioners and other 
vulnerable taxpayers. 

Part of the office in Crown Gate 


was closed in 2010 and the 
Government is now proposing that 
all tax advice and enquiry work is 
moved elsewhere in a bid to pro¬ 
vide a “more modern and accessi¬ 
ble service”. 

No final decision will be made 
until the consulatation, which runs 
until May 24, has finished and an 
assessment of the new service is 
piloted. 

Mike Black, secretary of the 
PCSU’s Cambridge HMRC branch 
which covers Harlow, said: “It is 
right that everyone should pay 
their fair share, especially the very 
wealthy. It is also only fair for 
HMRC to be available at their local 
offices to help everyone pay the 


right amount without fuss. The tax 
office in Harlow is slamming its 
doors in the public’s face. 

“In recent years opening hours 
have been reduced in our local tax 
offices. Now the government wants 
to shift all tax advice and inquiry 
work into call centres, with people 
only offered a face-to-face meeting 
in exceptional circumstances.” 

Yesterday (Wednesday) union 
members were due to take part in a 
nationwide strike in protest at aus¬ 
terity cuts and pay freezes. 

The PCSU said it was the begin¬ 
ning of a sustained campaign of 
disruption, which will include an 
overtime ban for the next month 
and further walkouts in April.

Advice service 
showdown set 
for High Court

THE bitter row over the future of 
Harlow’s Welfare Rights & Advice 
service is set to be resolved in a 
High Court showdown with Harlow 
Coun-cil. 

Barring a last-minute settlement, 
the service will go to court on May 14 
to challenge the authority’s alleged 
failure to pay “due regard” to its pub¬ 
lic sector equalities duties for the 
second time in four years. 

HWRA trustees lodged their appli¬ 
cation for a judicial review earlier 
this year after the council terminat¬ 
ed its contract with the service in a 
row over unpaid debts. 

They have since raised the money 
needed to fund legal proceedings 
through private donations and fun¬ 
draising events. 

Chair of trustees Les Coben told 
the Star: “We believe councillors 
were not provided with a full costs 
benefits analysis of the various 
options open to them. There was no 
consultation with the vulnerable 
groups likely to suffer as a result of 
the closure or, indeed, the commu¬ 
nity as a whole. We hope that even at 
this late stage the council will think 
again.”

Mr Coben added: “Sadly, given the 
economic recession, the town needs 
a specialist advice service more than 
ever. Harlow is one of the most depr¬ 
ived districts in Essex.” 

It will be the second time the 
organisation has challenged the 
council in court. 

In 2009, former clients acting on 
behalf of HWRA successfully over¬ 
turned the then-Conservative 
administration’s decision to slash 
the service’s funding - ironically 
with backing from many of the 
Labour councillors who have now 
voted to terminate its contract. 

This week, council leader Mark 
Wilkinson said it would “defend its 
position rigorously” in court. 

“The council is in regular corre¬ 
spondence with HWRA’s representa¬ 
tives, and despite repeated requests 
for further information none has 
been forthcoming,” he said. 

“Inevitably, therefore, a hearing 
date of May 14 has been set by the 
court to decide if there is to be a judi¬ 
cial review or not.”

Naked knifeman 
spared jail term 


POLICE who turned up at a 
Harlow flat to investigate a noise 
complaint were confronted by a 
naked man wielding a bread 
knife, a court was told. 

Peter Lewin (28), of White- 
waites, was given a six-month jail 
sentence suspended for 18 
months after pleading guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court to 
charges of affray and posession 
of a bladed article in a public 
place. 

Prosecutor Mark Lakin told the 
court two officers called at the 
flat at 8.15am on February 8 after 
neighbours complained of loud 
music being played. 

“They banged on the door for 
five seconds,” said Mr Lakin. 
“The door was flung open and 
they were confronted with the

defendant, naked and holding a 
knife. He said ‘If you do that 
again I will...’ and his words 
petered off. 

“He came out into the commu¬ 
nal hallway and stumbled over a 
bike. One officer got his baton 
racked open. He described Lewin 
as seething and said he appeared 
to be out of control, erratic, 
shouting and swinging the knife 
from side to side.” 

After Lewin retreated into his 
ground floor flat, back-up offic¬ 
ers with tasers then arrived on 
the scene and arrested the defen¬ 
dant. 

Defence counsel Charles 
Corbett told the court his client 


had picked up the knife to scare 
off whoever was at his door - and 
had not realised it was the police. 

“He had suffered a history of 
strangers knocking on his win¬ 
dows and door,” Mr Corbett said. 
“Because of that he was scared 
and that’s why he armed him¬ 
self.” 

Lewin was on anti-psychotic 
medication at the time of the 
incident but is to be re-assessed 
after being diagnosed with learn¬ 
ing difficulties, Mr Corbett 
added. 

Passing sentence, judge Karen 
Walden Smith told Lewin: “It 
must have been extremely fright¬ 
ening for the officers because 
they didn’t know you and didn’t 
know what you are capable of 
doing.”

An epic performance by Harlow Town’s cup heroes 



\ S the Watford 
/\players lined 
the tunnel to 
applaud Harlow off 
the field while 
24,586 supporters 
joined an 
emotional ovation, 
Harlow Town’s 
dreams of Wembley 
ended in the best 
possible way - an 
epic performance. 

So began the 
Harlow Citizen's 
match report of 
The Owls’ 4-3 
defeat to Watford in 
the fourth round of 
the 1980 FA Cup, It 
was the day the 
plucky minnows’ 
dreams of cup 
glory died. 

But what on paper 
should have been 
an easy tie for 


Division Two high¬ 
fliers Watford was 
anything but 
straightforward. 

Harlow went in at 
half-time 1-0 up, 
but found 
themselves 4-1 
down after just 17 
minutes of the 
second half. 

Nevertheless, they 
managed to pull 
two goals back, and 
almost grabbed a 
dramatic equaliser 
in injury time as 
Peter Twigg saw his 
effort cannon off 
the crossbar. 

After the game, 
Watford boss 
Graham Taylor had 
the last word.

T HE HAWKS’ heroic FA Cup run is 
undoubtedly one of the town’s 
all-time sporting highlights - but 
football wasn’t the only sport Harlow 
excelled at. 

This week Nostalgia looks back on the 
remarkable achievements of champion 
diver Royston Horne who, at the age of 
just 15, was being tipped to represent 
Great Britain at the Olympics. 

Taught to swim by his mother (herself 
a non-swimmer), he won his first 
competition aged 10 - and went on to 
become Essex County Under-12s diving 
champion less than a year later. 

A string of medals, trophies and 
accolades followed over the next four 
years as Roy continued to make a splash 
at both national and European levels 
under the watchful eye of coach 
lennifer Cramp, who had spotted his 
potential at a junior swimming gala at 
the now-demolished Harlow Pool. 

His astonishing domestic success 
under her tutorship proved to be the 
springboard needed for Roy to make the 
leap to international level. He made his 
mark at the age of 15 after seeing off 
competition from some of the world’s 
best young divers to scoop a silver 
medal at the International Age Group 
Championships in Belgium. 

His progress caught the eye of the 
British international diving coaches, 
who invited the teenage prodigy to 
train with the GB squad ahead of the 
1972 Munich Olympics. Yet despite 
more than holding his own against the 
rest of the team, he was blocked from 
taking part in trials for the Games by 
the Amateur Swimming Association - a 
devastating blow that still hurts Roy, 
who now lives in Great Dunmow, to this 
day. 

“I’d worked so hard to get my break, 
but the ASA wouldn’t let me take part in 
the trials,” said Roy, now aged 57. “They 
claimed that because I’d suffered 


heatstroke at a recent international 
competition I needed more time to 
recover, but I was more than ready. 

“It was more to do with the ASA’s 
internal politics at the time - they just 
didn’t want me in the squad. I was 
gutted.” 

As the Games approached, Roy found 
himself at a crossroads in his career. 
Not yet a senior, he was the number one 
junior diver in the world but his own 
nation wouldn’t take a chance on him 
for the Olympics. 

Ultimately, Roy decided his future lay 
outside the pool. 

“The Olympics came and went,and 
after the anger and frustration passed, I 
just felt indifference,” he said. “I 
strained the ligaments in one of my 
arms later that year and although I got 
over the injury and started diving 
again, my heart just wasn’t in it 


anymore.” 

He dived competitively for the last 
time in 1973 before giving up to focus 
on finding a new career, taking up an 
apprenticeship as an electrical 
engineer. 

However, he continued to coach at 
Harlow Pool for several years and was 
even offered an unlikely route back into 
the Olympic Squad in 1980 after taking 
part in trials with Commonwealth 
Games Gold medallist Chris Snode. 

“They needed divers to compete 
against Chris in the trials so I agreed to 
help out,” Roy recalled. “But he ended 
up finishing bottom of the pile and the 
ASA wanted to take me and a few others 
to the Olympics instead. 

“But we all had full-time jobs so I had 
to turn it down - not that I didn’t take 
some pleasure in doing so considering 
how they’d treated me in 1972!”

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Depot closure decision is shortsighted 



ANY Star-readers will already know the 
tough news about Tesco. Sadly, they 
have decided to relocate their Harlow fresh 
food depot to Dagenham. This means 
potentially hundreds of redundancies and job 
worries for hardworking employees. 

Whilst Tesco have now told me that all 
Harlow workers will be offered new jobs, I 
am hugely concerned whether or not they 
will be offered the same wages and 
conditions that they currently get in Harlow. I 
am also grateful to the trade union USDAW, 
which is negotiating hard for workers’ rights. 

It is a strange and shortsighted decision by 
Tesco, given that the Harlow plant is one of 
the most productive in England. Over the last 
few weeks I have also met with two 
business ministers, asking them to write to 
Tesco to make sure that workers are protected. 

I have also tabled a Parliamentary Motion 
signed by MPs of all parties and raised this 
issue on the floor of the House of Commons on 
a number of occasions to try to ensure workers’ 
rights are protected. 

Finally, I am visiting the Tesco factory today to 
meet with staff on the shop floor and USDAW 
union officials, as well as Tesco management. I 
absolutely believe that workers’ pay and 
conditions should be honoured. Tesco’s Harlow 
staff are long-serving and many of them are 
supporting families.

Y ESTERDAY, in difficult economic times, we 
have a cost of living budget. It will help 
lower earners, families, and motorists. Here’s 
why: 

Lower taxes for low earners. From next 
April low earners will not pay tax until they earn 
more than £10,000. That means an income tax 
cut of £700 compared to 2010. Very low 
earners will be taken out of tax altogether. 

Families. From the autumn of 2015 every 
Harlow working family will pay no tax on 
childcare. This is worth around £1,200 per 
child. 

Jobs. To help employment, every Harlow 
company will get a £2,000 tax-credit on their 
National Insurance contributions. Their business 


taxes will also be cut to 20 per cent by 
2015, the lowest in the western world. 

Cost of living. As readers will know I 
have campaigned for lower fuel costs for 
the last two years. The Chancellor has 
listened and confirmed another fuel duty 
freeze, meaning that in tax terms petrol 
and diesel are 13p cheaper - although the 
oil companies still keep putting the prices 
up. Fuel duty will have been frozen for 
nearly three-and-a-half years. It is good 
news also that the Chancellor has cut beer 
duty. 

Harlow housing for Harlow people. 

The Government is going to help those 
who can’t afford a deposit with special 
mortgage guarantees and shared equity 
schemes. 

They will extend Right To Buy for those who 
live in council housing and all the cash raised 
will be spent on building new homes. 

Overall, £20bn will be invested in affordable 
housing for rent and low cost ownership 
schemes, which should mean 170,000 new 
homes by 2015. 

No-one denies times are really tough but 
there is some light at the end of the tunnel. 

Unemployment in Harlow is down, 237 more 
Harlow people are in work since last year, lower 
earners will save £700 on their tax bill 
compared to the General Election and local 
business will create jobs with lower business 
taxes. 

Cheaper petrol and diesel will help hard- 
pressed motorists. 


Council tax rebels in 
benefit cut fightback 


AS thousands of hard-up households 
are hit with council tax demands for 
the first time this year, an online cam¬ 
paign is urging struggling Harlow res¬ 
idents to refuse to pay up. 

Launched by newly-formed pressure 
group Harlow Council Tax Benefit 
Rebels, the website [www.benefitrebels. 
blogspot.co.uk] advises the unempl¬ 
oyed and those in low-paid jobs to 
ignore their bills in protest at the 
Government’s decision to abolish cou¬ 
ncil tax benefit. 

It also takes aim at Harlow Council for 
refusing to absorb the cut and protect 
its most vulnerable residents from fur¬ 
ther hardship. 

Spokesman Wat Tyler told the Star: 
“The Government has decreed that 
basic benefits will increase at less than 
the rate of inflation this April, yet sud¬ 
denly we are deemed able to contribute 
24 per cent of our council tax. 

“Those on the breadline simply can¬ 
not afford it. We say: ‘Can’t pay? Don’t 
Pay!”’ 

Because of the changes, more than 
5,000 households in Harlow previously 
in receipt of council tax benefit will be 
expected to pay up to 24 per cent of 
their annual bill from next month. 

Everyone of working-age will be 
billed, regardless of their income or 
employment status, with the only exe¬ 
mptions being pensioners and the 
“extremely vulnerable”. 

According to Mr Tyler’s group, the 
only way to force Harlow Council into 
re-instating a programme of fully- 
funded council tax support is for resi¬ 
dents to tear up their bills in protest. 

“Harlow Council had a choice,” he

said. “It didn’t have to demand that 
those without jobs pay 24 per cent of 
their council tax bills. 

“Twenty years ago, non-payment and 
protest brought down the Poll Tax, and 
we can persuade Harlow Council to 
back down if we all refuse to pay. 

He added: “The ultimate blame lies 
with the Conservative-Liberal Demo¬ 
crat government. They are using the 
recession as an excuse to cut benefits, 
their objective being to drive down 
wages and increase profits.” 

Councillor Mike Danvers, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for resources, said 
the authority had set up a “limited” 
hardship fund to assist the most needy 
- but warned that anyone refusing to 
pay their council tax could face legal 
action. 

“We have had to take on the responsi¬ 
bility for council tax benefit from the 
Government but with £1.3m less fund¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“The council faced some tough choic¬ 
es and to fill the £1.3m shortfall would 
have meant making serious cuts to 
frontline services along with large 
increases in our share of council tax. 

“Public consultation was carried out 
and has influenced the final design of 
the Local Council Tax Support Scheme. 

“One of the views expressed was that 
all residents should make some contri¬ 
bution to local services.” 

He added: “The council will take 
action in those circumstances where 
necessary to recover any money owed 
to it.”

Audiences in for fright of their lives 
with new show from funnyman Lee 


WHATEVER happened to Lee Hurst? It's a 
question that some comedy fans might have 
asked given that the former They Think It's 
All Over panellist hasn't performed a full 
stand-up tour for almost ten years. 

Aside from a short series of live gigs last 
year he's been out of the spotlight for the 
best part of a decade, busy running his own 
comedy club in London's Bethnal Green. 

But this month sees the comic come out of 
semi-retirement to hit the road with hilarious 
new show Too Scared To Leave The House 
- a wry exploration of the fears and phobias 
which can become all-consuming in our day- 
to-day lives. 

"It could be about literally anything 
from global disasters to spiders to 
fear of dying or relationships: 
anything you can think of that 
bothers you,” Lee explained. 

It follows the fast and loose 
format of previous show Man Vs 
Woman, in which he knocked 
around some topical stand-up in 
the first half before launching into 
the concept for part two. Albeit 
his format was forced upon 
him: Hurst might be a 
keen fact-checker, 
but that doesn't 
mean he would 
never leave his 
homework on 
the bus... 

"With Man 
Vs Woman, I 
had a bit of a 


debacle when I lost all the notes so I had to 
change it into something entirely different," 
he said. 

"I had stuff in my head but not enough 
to sustain it for a whole second half so I 
changed it to get the men in the audience 
writing something down about women and 
vice versa." 

But then Hurst is someone who has always 
done things a little differently. Shunning 
the usual route of ploughing every last 
penny into an annual jaunt to the Edinburgh 
Festival, he made his breakthrough as the 
warm-up act for the Have I Got News For 
You? audience. This led to a regular slot 
on BBC sports quiz They Think it's AH 
Over, sparring with the likes of Gary 
Lineker, Rory McGrath and David 
Gower over six seasons. 

Now, 10 years on, he's 
determined to reclaim his place 
as one of the UK's most popular 
stand-ups. "The buzz for me is 
coming up with a gag, going on 
and nailing it - that's a great 
feeling."

THE English folktale of Jack and 
the Beanstalk is given a smart 
CGI-heavy makeover in this fast- 
paced fantasy. 

It takes the familiar story of 
magic beans and a blood-thirsty 
behemoth as the foundations for 
a delightfully old-fashioned tale 
of daring-do replete with a boo- 
hiss villain and swooning damsel 
in distress. 

A storybook opening sequence 
recounts the legend of King Erik 
who, with the help of a magical 
crown, defeated the giants and 
banished them to their kingdom 
in the clouds. 


Many centuries later, farmboy 
Jack (Nicholas Hoult) is heading 
into town to sell his horse and 
cart when he encounters a monk 
(Simon Lowe) bearing a pouch of 
stolen beans. "These beans have 
the power to change the world," 
the holy man tells Jack, "so don't 
lose them and whatever you do, 
don't get them wet." 

That night a sudden deluge of 
rain causes one of the seeds to 
take root and a beanstalk rises 
terrifyingly into the sky, taking 
with it Jack's home and Princess 
Isabelle (Eleanor Tomlinson), who 
just happened to be passing in 
the downpour. 

When King Brahmwell 
(Ian McShane) learns of his 
daughter's fate, he organises a 


search party including valiant 
knight Elmont (Ewan McGregor), 
his right-hand man Crawe (Eddie 
Marsan), Isabelle's conniving 
fiance Roderick (Stanley Tucci), 
snivelling sidekick Wicke (Ewen 
Bremner) and, of course, Jack. 

At the top the beanstalk they 
discover an army of gargantuan 
warriors led by two-headed 
General Fallon (Bill Nighy, John 
Kassir) and his lieutenants Fee, 
Fye, Foe and Fumm. 

Jack The Giant Slayer 
establishes a cracking pace and 
there are few pauses between 
the breathlessly orchestrated set 
pieces, including a first encounter 
with the giants viewed through 
Jack's eyes as he holds his breath 
underwater. 


Hoult is an endearing hero who, 
despite being plagued by a fear 
of heights, comes to the fore 
in Isabelle's hour of need. Their 
romance is sweet, tempered 
by Tucci's delightful scenery- 
chewing as the Machiavellian 
traitor in the royal court. 

Parents may want to view 
the film before unleashing very 
young children into this fairytale 
realm because the violence is 
quite strong for a 12A certificate, 
including at least one member of 
supporting cast losing his head 
between a giant's festering teeth. 

However, the bloodshed 
isn't gratuitous and director 
Bryan Singer keeps most of the 
dismemberment off screen or 
blurred in the background.

Last count suggested the best part of a hundred 
scattered all over the place including the odd tree 
appearing to have been sold! Strange thing is, less 
than half that number are real or genuine! This is so 
misleading and brings disrepute to our industry and 
our already thread bare integrity.

I F you’ve casually landed on this 
page and are thinking the Juke 
Nismo is nothing more than a few 
red details and a minor engine 
tweak, there’s some good news - it’s 
worth much more than the sum of 
its new parts. 

Nismo is a name well known in 
video gaming and racing circles, 
where Nissan’s performance arm is 
as notorious as the likes of AMG, M 
Division and Mugen. 

Thousands of young adults across 
the country have grown up with 
Gran Turismo and its predecessors, 
and could probably give you a potted 
history of Nismo on the spot. 

Until now the name was confined 
to Nissan racing cars and high- 
performance models like the game¬ 
changing GT-R. 

There has been a smattering of 
Nismo editions in Japan over the 
years but nothing much in Europe. 

Now Nissan says the time is ripe to 
start using the name more widely, 
giving a spectrum of models a shot 
in the arm and boosting the reach of 
the Nismo brand. 

You’d be forgiven for saying that 
the Juke is an odd choice for a first 
Nismo consumer car. Not when you 
delve a bit deeper into it, though, 
because according to Nissan the 
sub-brand will be about bringing 
accessible performance to the 


masses in the same way that the old 
Skyline brought Nismo into teenage 
consciousness across the globe. 
Hence the affordable Juke kicks 
things off. 

On the face of it the Juke Nismo is 
little changed aside from those red 
details and a unique design of 
18-inch alloy wheel upgraded from 
the normal Juke’s 17s, but a lot has 
gone on under the skin that goes 
largely unsung. 

The same goes for the incredibly 
well-spec’d interior, which is subject 
to the same red detailing as the 
outside. 

The front seats are a signal of 
intent - the large side bolsters on the 
red-stitched cloth seats don’t hinder 


entry and you can slide into position 
like in any other car, but once you 
lean back they hug your sides oh-so- 
snugly. It’s a perfect fit for the 
average-to-slim figure and leaves 
you in no doubt that there’s more to 
this Juke than meets the eye. 

The interior is flowing, stylish and 
different, with a comfortably and 
purposefully shaped gear knob. The 
only real letdown is the lack of reach 
adjustment for the steering wheel, 
but at 5ft lOin tall I found the driving 
position fine. 

A lObhp power increase over the 
standard 190-horsepower Juke 
doesn’t seem like much and it isn’t, 
but strides have been made in the 
outright handling thanks to a 


mechanical limited-slip differential 
between the front wheels. 

Combined with good steering, a 
flat attitude through corners and 
engine tuning that encourages you 
to aim for the 6,250rpm redline, the 
Juke Nismo can build up a 
remarkable flow through and 
between bends, albeit to a 
soundtrack that could be more rorty 
and exciting. 

You can bring the back end into 
play on turn-in, though, and a 
forgiving nature on downshifts 
makes it easier to be smooth when 
dropping down a cog or two, which 
is always nice. 

The Juke is heavily styled and 
intentionally so, but while the 


standard one can look a little 
undercooked the much more 
aggressive visage of Nismo trim suits 
the car’s shape down to the ground. 
The bigger, darkened wheels are key 
to filling out its proportions. 

Some problems with the Juke can’t 
be sorted with styling, though, and 
the boot is still on the small side. 

However, there’s enough rear 
passenger space to thoroughly 
shame a Mini, and rear doors to 
allow people to get at it. 

The Cooper S is seen as a key rival 
to this Juke and Nissan hopes the 
obvious extra practicality will make 
their newbie more appealing as an 
everyday commuter. 

Short gearing and a close set of 
ratios means that the Juke Nismo 
cruises at high-ish revs but can 
handle up-shifts sooner around 
town, keeping revs and fuel 
consumption lower. 

It’s civilised and composed at low 
speed and gives a better view ahead 
from its higher driving position than 
its rivals. 

Although you couldn’t say the Juke 
Nismo had everything, it does away 
with what the target audience 
doesn’t need and gives them more of 
what they want. 

The more you drive it the more 
impressive it becomes.

we close the gap [above] then there is 
nothing to be worried about.

Looking back as Canons 
Brook hits 50 milestone

ONE of Harlow’s oldest 
sports clubs reaches a 
huge milestone in May 
when Canons Brook Golf 
Club celebrates 50 years. 

The Elizabeth Way club 
was designed back in the 
early 1960s by Sir Henry 
Cotton, the Rory Mcllroy of 
his day. 

Legend has it that he 
would hit a shot with an 
iron and whereever his ball 
landed Sir Henry would 
say ‘stick a bunker in there’. 

These days top players 
would perhaps arrive in a 
chauffeur-driven limo or 
driving a top-of-the-range 
Mercedes, but reports from 
the time say Sir Henry 
turned up at Harlow Town 
railway station accompa¬ 
nied by a single club and 
was picked up by Canons 
Brook’s longest-serving 
member Cyril Beaton. 

Sir Henry won the Open 
Golf Championship three 
times, in 1934, 1937 and 
1948. 

The Harlow course was 
finally completed on May 
18, 1963 as the population 
of the new town began to 
rapidly grow. 

The club plans a fortnight 
of special golfing events to 
commemorate the anni¬ 
versary from lune 22, 
which is being sponsored 
by brewers Fullers and 
Carlsberg. 

The highlight of this will 
be an open day backed by 
the Star on fune 28 and 
club officials hope golfers 
from across West Essex 
and East Herts will put in 
teams for this event and try 
out the old course. 

Former club captain Alan 
Howick explained: “We 
need to recruit teams. We 
plan to run application

forms in the Star. We are 
trying to build the image of 
the club.” 

For more information

In a series of special fea¬ 
tures in the Star to com¬ 
memorate the milestone, 
one of the club’s original 
members and first vice¬ 
captain, Cyril Beaton, 
looks back to the begin¬ 
nings of the club and when 
Sir Henry came to town to 
design the course and give 
the new town of Harlow its 
first ever golf club. 

“In 1957 I was privileged to 
be at a meeting with Henry 
Cotton, Ben Hyde Harvey 
and Derek Moule, to discuss 
the possibility of providing 
Harlow with a golf course 
under the auspices of the 


Harlow Sports Trust. 

Henry was given the task 
of designing the course and 
work started in 1961. 

An empty farmhouse and 
outbuildings called Canons 
Farm were considered to be 
ideal for conversion into a 
clubhouse, dressing rooms 
and pro’s shop, etc. 

On May 181963 the course 



and clubhouse were official¬ 
ly opened and to mark the 
occasion Henry arranged an 
exhibition match between 
himself and Sir Richard 
Costain (captain) against 
Ian Large - our first profes¬ 
sional, and myself (vice¬ 
captain) to be played over 
nine holes. 

Sir Henry considered that 
some of the other holes 
were not quite ready for 
play. It was an unforgettable 
occasion both for Harlow 
and myself and for all the 
many hundreds of specta¬ 
tors who turned out to 
watch Henry perform his 
golf magic. He was after all, 
holder of three Open 
Championship medals and 
past Ryder Cup player. 

On the 22nd May 1964 the 
full 18 holes were opened 
for play and again Henry 
arranged an exhibition 
match between himself, 



Lionel Platts, Michael 
Bonallack, and Peter 
Townsend. 

As club captain I was 
asked to act as referee and 
scorer. The scorecard is on 
show in the clubhouse as 
are the original golf balls 
used during the match. 

Two years later I was invit¬ 
ed to attend a dinner at the 
opening ceremony of the 
Basildon Golf Club and was 
fortunate enough to be seat¬ 
ed next to Michael 
Bonallack - five times 
British Amateur Champion 
and later to become secre¬ 
tary of the R & A and since, 
knighted. 

He asked me how Canons 
Brook was coming along, I 
said ‘very well’ and went on 
to tell me that he had played 
hundreds of courses around 
the world but although he 
had only played Canons 
Brook the once, he could 
remember every hole. 

He continued by describing 
each hole from the first to 
the 18th and concluded by 
saying the course is a good 
challenge for pros and ama¬ 
teurs alike and a real joy to 
play and that great credit is 
due to Henry for producing 
the best course layout he 
had ever designed. There 
cannot be a better testimo¬ 
nial than that.”

Forget Conference the 
Hawks could be in ESL!
